'w heat has been offered here for sale 
and that rejected 
because it

At the present level, farm ers are 
losing from 75 cents to $1 a bushel 
on the cost of production, accord­ 
ing to warehouse men. and for that 
reason little wheat is expected to be 
sold 
until 
the

Over the week-end, the local pur-, 
chasing price for new wheat drop- j 
ped 15 cents a bushel, the quotation 
last Friday being 60 cents a bushel 
Last year local dealers were p a y -1 
ing from 73 cents to 81 cents for j 
new wheat. “Those figures were not 
so bad,’’ one grain m an said. "but 
today’s price is so much worse by j 
comparison that it takes the heart 
out of everyone.’’ 
The highest price paid by local

Sucking Insect 
Killing Trees; 
Spray Suggested 


Aphids' or plant lice, a small soft 
bodied 
sucking 
insect 
is 
more 
num erous and is doing more dam ­ 
age this year than it has during any 
of the past five years, M. T. H art­ 
man, Adams county 
farm 
agent, 
said today. 
The pea crop was m a­ 
terially damaged and at the present 
tim e tomatoes, potatoes and beans 
are becoming heavily infested with 
aphids, he added. 
Aphids feed on the plant by suck­ 
ing the juice from the leaves and 
stems and are most generally found 
on th e under sides of the leaves. 
W hen 
aphids 
become numerous 
they can make a crop wilt In a few 
days and County 
Agent 
H artm an 
points out th a t this is just what is 
taking place in m any instances. 
A 
contact spray or dust will destroy 
aphids providing it comes in contact 
with the insect. 
A 4 per cent nicotine dust applied 
freely or spraying w ith three-fourth 
quart of nicotine sulphate per IOO 
gallons of spray to which has been 
added 3 pounds of soap chips or fish 
oil soap. W atch your plants and get 
the aphids before

plants, H artm an suggests.

Practically one out of every three 
farm s in Pennsylvania today has a 
radio receiving set and the total of 
farm s thus equipped has mon* than 
doubled during the last four years.

Statistics compiled by the agri­ 
culture departm ent reveal that al­ 
though the num ber of farms in the 
state has been d e c ry in g steadily 
through the last decade, a total of 
52.900 had radio sets on January I.

of 1927. The increase of 18,068 is 
a gain of 52 per cent. 
TYie advance to th e stage where 
52.900 of the state’s 172,419 farms 
have Installed radios, the depart­ 
m ent said, 
is due 
partially the 
broadcasting of special farm pro­ 
gram s and 
farm m arket 
reports 
and partly to the progress of rural 
electrification. During 
the 
same 
four year 
period, the 
number 
of 
I arm s having electricity increased 
from 31,950 to 45.250. a gain of 13.- 
300 or 41 per cent. The com par­ 
ison of the 1931 total with the ag­ 
gregate of 172,419 farm s shown by the 
1930 federal census, indicates that 26 
per cent or one out of every four 
farm s is now electrified. 
The state figures further reveal 
th a t the counties in the vicinity ot 
the m etropolitan centers—and con­ 
sequently, nearest the broadcasting 
stations—lead in tho num ber of 
farm radios, although the percent­ 
age of lucre ast during the last four

emblem, the American eagle, is a 
fitting representation of the inde­ 
pendence of the United States. 
Dr. Francis H. Herrick, professor 
emeritus of biology at Western Re­ 
serve university, offers 
the 
latest 
contribution to the tradition of the 
eagle’s independence. 
The 
American 
eagle 
literally 
learns to fly in the egg, before it is 
hatched, and is not dependent upon 
an anxious mother to fit about, giv­ 
ing it first lessons. 
Instinct In Germ Plasm 
The flying instinct, he says, 
is 
born in the germ plasm of the egg. 
Dr. Herrick has spent IO years 
in delving into the private life of 
the bird. 
Near 
Vermilion, 
Ohio, 
where 
eagles have made their homes for 80 
years, 
Professor 
Herrick 
erected 
tall towers close to their aeries, 
watched them for long hours dur­ 
ing the nesting period, 
and 
took 
still and motion pictures of them; 
also copious notes. 
Only two or 
three 
eagles 
are 
hatched in the nest at a time. Her­ 
rick observed, generally only two. 
Fighter* From The Fir*! 
From the earliest age they are 
fighters, and a little downy nestling 
has been known to kill its com­ 
panion. 
Their home, the aerie, is about 
five feet across and eight or nine 
feet high, made of limbs an inch to 
two inches in diameter, and weigh­ 
ing around two tons. 
The 
aerie 
lasts for many generations until a 
storm blows 
it from th* top of a 
tall, sturdy tree. 
"When about eight weeks old the 
bird begins hopping from one side 
of the aerie to the other. 
"When about nine weeks old it 
rises about eight to IO feet in the 
air and circles 
around 
the 
nest 
many times a day. 
"During flight practice it 
takes 
lessons from its Instinct in sei2lng its 
prey. The prey is a stick, which it 
jounces upon, holds it in its talons, 
like it would a Ash, and soars. 
When Anally it leaves the nest it is 
a master of flight; nature does not 
trust it until It Is. 
"The parent birds take no part in 
the lessons, but during all this prac­ 
tice the bill-to-bill feeddis is con­ 
tinued.". 
Dr. derrick found the eagle can 
stand severe cold, and never m i­ 
grates unless there is a heavy snow. 
One eagle, Anally bagged by hunter, 
was found to have 18 shots in its 
body, the result of many unsuccess­ 
ful attempts to kill it. 
The eagle realm is a matriarchy. 
If a female bird loses lier mate she 
goes in search of another, Dr. Her­ 
rick found. 
If 
a 
male loses his 
mate, he waits on the aerie for a 
female to arrive and claim him. 
The bird Is extremely rapid in its 
movements. 
In photographing it, 
Dr. Herrick had to use a camera 
with a shutter opening in one 450th 
of a second.

The department of mines has 
completed, and Is preparing to dis­ 
tribute to the coal mining industry, 
a map showing the location of the 
mines and the inspection district 
boundaries in the bituminous re­ 
gion of Pennsylvania. 
Attached to this map is an in­ 
dex giving the names of the mines 
and the operating companies, also 
a key reference showing the aver­ 
age annual production of coal of 
each mine. 
A marginal 
table 
of statistics 
compiled from the years of 1877 to 
1930 inclusive shows the annual 
production 
of 
bituminous 
coal, 
number of employes, fatalities per 
1000 employes, fatalities per 1.000.- 
000 tons produced and the number 
of inspection districts. 
During the past decade many 
changes have occurred in bitumi­ 
nous coal producing areas. A large 
number of mines have been worked 
out and abandoned, others Yiave 
closed down for an indefinite period 
and still other new mines have been 
opened and put on a producing 
basis. 
This constant shift in coal 
production necessitated the depart­ 
ment of mines rearranging the in­ 
spection districts in order to equal­ 
ize til* work of the mine inspectors 
and bring up to date the location 
of the 1700 bituminous mines. This 
map is the result of these studies 
as the previous map issued by the 
department in 1921 Is now obso­ 
lete.

United States senate are constantly 
ail tile lookout for better office apace 
and position* on tile floor of the 
senate. 
A newcomer must take the leav­ 
ings, for. as la true in all other 
things pertaining to the senate, se­ 
niority determines where the sen­ 
ator’s private office shall be and tile 
position of his desk on the floor. 
Consequently the death of a sen­ 
ator of long standing, or his failure 
to survive an election, results in a 
scramble for YU* office and floor 
space. And when so many fall by 
the wayside as they did in tile elec­ 
tions of last November, it becomes 
necessary to revise almost complete­ 
ly the directory of the senate office 
building.

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KLEIN IS GOOD 
RADIO SPEAKER 


Assistant Secretary Of Com­ 
merce Is Often Heard 
On Air.

Washington.—Secretary 
of 
War 
Hurley and the assistant secretary 
of commerce, Dr. Julius Klein, ad­ 
mittedly are two of the best radio 
speakers among high government 
officials in Washington. 
Secretary Hurley has the reputa­ 
tion of being the mast impressive 
speaker in the cabinet, although he 
does not appear before the "mike" 
as frequently as some of the other 
members. 
When he enters the studio he in­ 
sists th at lie lie told the time limit 
of his talk and is careful to see that 
his part of the broadcast is satis­ 
factory. 
Recently he waited some 
15 minutes, not kno vlng from one 
minute to the next when lie would 
be called, to deliver an address, 
His only remark was: 
"I feel sorry for the men who 
have to do this for a living.'’ 
Takes Radio Seriously 
Dr. 
Klein, 
pet haps, 
takes 
his 
radio appearances more seriously 
than any other government official 
you hear. He has made a study of 
radio and those who handle Yds 
weekly broadcasts on "The World’s 
Business’ say that he comes near 
being a perfect radio speaker. 
He spends a whole day preparing 
for Yds 15 minute period on the air 
every Sunday night. . He dictates to 
a stenographer who takes it down 
exactly as he speaks—with every 


hesitation and break. 
Then it W 
typed. 
Every page is timed to ba read 
exactly in a minute. 
Each aheat 
contains a sentence wldch may be 
eliminated lf necessary. 
While he 
speak*, the microphone is placed so 
that he faces a clock. And so per­ 
fect is Yds timing tYiat he never Yias 
failed to sign off at 6:14 and 40-60 
seconds by more than five seconds. 
His fan mail is tremendous. He 
receives an average of 700 letters 
after each broadcast. And the mail­ 
ing list for copies of Ills talks, made 
up exclusively of personal requests, 
has climbed from 1,000 to 10,000 
since January. 
His listeners, it 
seems, include 
almost everyone from small alo raja 
keepers to the highest goveinxmffiP 
officials and diplomats. 
Egypt Listens In 
He was in Egypt last year and 
learned 
that 
numerous 
persons 
there heard him through sliort wave 
rebroadcasts. 
Dr. Klein admits that lie takes 
Yds radio seriously. 
He regards it 
as a highly im poitant plisse of his 
work. He permits nothing to Inter­ 
fere with his weakly appearances. 
Once lie was caught iii a storm 
outside the capital arid it looked as 
lf he would be unable to make it to 
the studio in time. 
Bo lie sent a 
special messenger with a copy of 
Yds talk to the studio to be read lf 
he faded to show up. 
And Just as the announcer was 
preparing to read. Dr. Klein dashed 
into tne studio, threw off Yds fiat 
and coat, and plunged into tile 
script.
